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SUMMARY OF EVENTS 


CANADIAN 

The price of wheat at the beginning 
of the week was $1.21. C.P.R. stock 
stood at 15114. 

The action by Aaron Sapiro, the 
American expert on co-operative mar- 
keting, brought against the news- 
papers, Star and Pheonix of Saska- 
toon, for libel, was dismissed with 
costs, the judge upholding the con- 
tention of counsel for the newspapers 
that what had been said was fair 
comment without malice on matters 
of public interest. . 

The number of voters at the coming 
dominion election is estimated to be 
approximately ifive million. 


A Vancouver man hag submitted a 
flag for Canada in a newspaper com- 
petition with the Union Jack in the 
top corner and nine stripes to repre- 
sent the Canadian provinces. 


Exceedingly heavy grain traffic is 
reported from the prairie provinces to 
‘Winnipeg and' the lakes, carrying this 
year’s grain. 

The Inter-parllamentary Union is 
meeting at Ottawa with about 300 
delegates from countries all over the 
world present. 


The coal strike at Drumheller has 
been settled and the mines are open 
again. The strike dates from June 20. 


A report was published in Winni- 
peg last week that a syndicate had 
made an offer to complete the Hud- 
son’s Bay Railway if the section of 
the railway already finished were 
handed over to it. In view of the fact 
that far more has been already done 
in connection with the railway than 
still remains to be done, it seems 
doubtful whether any such offer would 
be accepted. _ 

The secretary of state, the Hon. A. 
B. Copp, has resigned and the Hon. 
Walter Foster has taken his place as 
secretary of state. 

George Lane, of the Bar-U ranch in 
southern Alberta, died last week. He 
was one of the old pioneers in West- 
ern Canada and was for a time in the 
provincial legislature. 

It is-stated that there is a consider- 
able amount of wheat smuggling go- 
ing on by Canadians in the south of 
Manitoba. The wheat is smuggled 
over the border at unguarded points 
and sold to elevators on the (American 
side at prices considerably higher 
than can be got in Canada. 


A slight earthquake shock was felt 
at Macleod on Saturday morning but 
no damage resulted. 


A heavy snowstorm visited Calgary 
on Friday night, half, a foot of wet 
snow falling. It did a good deal of 
damage to trees and to teleghone and 
telegraph wires. 

A strike of Fraser River fishermen 
took place at the coast during last 
week but was settled quickly. Rates 
of pay were the cause of the strike. 


Sir Henry Gray, chief surgeon at 
the Royal Victoria Hospital, Mont- 
real, has resigned. This is the result 
of friction with other members of the 
medical profession who from the first 
resented the appointment of Sir 
Henry, a distinguished Scots surgeon, 
in preference to a local man. 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


The Mosul crisis continues. Great 
Britain has asked the League of Na- 
tions council to consider quickly and 
decide on the behavior of the Turks 
to the Assyrian Christians on the bor- 
ders of the disputed area, who have 
been attacked and driven out by the 
Turks, and the league has consented 
to make the investigation. A demon- 
stration of severe disapproval against 
the Turks took place in the council of 
the League of Nations when the Turk- 
ish envoy refysed to give the pledge 
asked for by Mr. Amery, the British 
representative, that the league’s rep- 
resentatives would be given full lib- 
erty to make all investigations in ter- 
ritory under Turkish control. The 
Turks have practically intimated that 
they will, not accept the league's de- 
cision if it goes against them. The 
reference to the Hague tribunal does 
not seem ilikely to decide the matter 
and at the present moment the indi- 
cations are that if Great Britain 
weakens in any way the Turks will 
take matters into their own hands and 
try to decide the issue by force. There 
appears to be a good deal of dispute 
in Great Britain as to what should 
be done. The feeling is that it would 
be a mistake to give way to Turkish 
thregts while at the same time: no- 
body wants a fresh war with regard 
to Irak or Mesopotamia. 


A general election is announced for 
Australia on November 14. According 
to Mr. Bruce, the present Australian 
premier, the issue is that of law and 
order against communism. 

Great Britain is taking eteps to 
deal drastically with foreign revolu- 
tionaries. It is reported that a num- 
ber will be deported as soon as the 
government has laid hands on them. 


Mr. Ramsey MacDonald, late Labor 


published an article in a Labor news- 
paper strongly attacking the commun- 
ists of Great Britain and alleging that 
they did all in their power to injure 
his government and the Labor cauee. 
This is merely one more step in the 
sharp conflict which is going on be- 
tween the extremist section of the 
Labor party in Great Britain and the 


In the British army manoeuvres, 


the chief feature appears to have been 
the effectiveness of tanks, drmoured 
cars and aeroplanes acting against the 
cavalry and infantry. 

The coal mining situation in Great 
Britain. is again becoming anxious. 
The dispute between the miners and 
owners as to the application of the 
recent settlement was referred to the 
government and Mr. Baldwin intimat- 
ed that he agreed with the owners’ 
interpretation, to which Mr. Cook, the 
miners’ leader, has replied that the 
miners will have nothing to do with 
the inquiry into the industry. There 
seems to be no doubt that Cook ig 
disposed to make trouble wherever 
he can and as long as he remains at 
the head of the miners any perman- 
ent settlement is unlikely. 

A Cape to Cairo air service is in 
course of organization, it is announc. 
ed. The first section will be that be- 
tween Khartoum in the Sudan and 
Uganda, where it will link up with 
the Uganda railway. 

At the British Labor party’s confer- 
ence in Liverpool the proposal to af- 
filiate with the Communists was again 
defeated by a huge majority. This re- 
sult is rather a surprise, as recently 
it seemed that the Labor party had 
been drifting towards the Commun- 
ists. 


FOREIGN 


The Czecho-Slovak minister to 
Switzerland, speaking before the Lea- 
gue of Nations, warned Austria that 
ste should not hope to be allowed to 
unite with Germany. This union be- 
tween Austria and Germany ie strong- 
ly favored by the majority of both 
Austrians and Germans, but practic- 
ally all the allied countries are wholly 
opposed to it and would even back 
their opposition by force of arms if 
the union was attempted. 

China has refused to join in the 
judicial inquiry into the Shanghai 
riots of this summer when several 
Chinese were killed by the guards of 
the European quarter of the city. She 
proposes an inquiry simply by British 
and Chinese officials, the idea prob- 
ably being that these officials in their 
verdict would’ balance one another 
and no result be obtained. 

The Yellow River in China has burst 
its banks and flooded an area estimat- 
ed at 15,000 square miles containing 
two million people. The loss of life 
by drowning is heavy, while the de- 
struction of property is enormous and 
will probably lead to death by starva- 
tion of numbers of people owing to 
the anarchy prevailing in Ohina which 
will prevent well organized govern. 
ment help being given to the suffer. 
ers. It is believed to be the biggest 
flood since 1887 in China, which is 
subject to great floods at uncertain 
intervals. 

It seems likely that the security 
treaties which are being negotiated in 
Europe between the allied great pow- 
ers will be followed by a disarmament 
conference at whitch general reduc- 
tion of all armaments will be consid- 
ered. Great Britain has assented to 
the general principle of the plan and 
it ig thought that other nations will 
follow suit. The German government 
has agreed to meet the allied govern- 
ments in a conference to try to come 
to an agreement as to a European se- 
curity treaty. 

Germany has demanded that there 
shall be a discussion of the question 
of her war guilt in connection with 
the proposed security pact. and th: 
demand may have the effect of en- 
dangering the whole agreement, as 
France and the allies are unlikely to 
admit any such discussion. 

Princess Mafalda, daughter of ite 
King of Italy, and Prince Philip of 
Hesse Were married last week. The 
marriage is a notable one in that 
Prince Philip is a German price and 
this is therefore a union of royal fam- 
ilies ‘hostile to one another in the late 
war. 

M. Caillaux, the French minister of 
finance, and the French financial rep- 
regentatives have reached New York 
and have begun the conference as to 
the settlement of the French debt to 
the United States. No decision has 
yet been announced. 

In Morocco, nothing definite has 
yet followed on the French and Span- 
ish offensive against the Riffs. 
Ground has been gained and many po- 
sitions have been taken but the pro- 
gress has not been sufficient to break 
the power of the Riffs severely. Both 
sides are constantly endeavoring to 
secure or win the support of various 
tribes on the border and the French 
aeroplanes are constantly bombing 
the Riff villages behind the lines. 

Marshal Lyautey, the French gov- 
ernor-general of Morocco, has resign- 
ed. There have been rumors of his 
resignation for some time. It has been 
put down to exhaustion and ill health 
by some, but it has also been attribut- 
ed to the war which hag been raging 
in Morocco for the last few months 
and in which the French have suffered 
severely. It is possible that Marshal 
Lyautey was blamed for the outbreak 
of the war and the lack of adequate 
preparation to meet it. On the other 
hand, he may have been dissatisfied 
with the policy of the French govern. 
ment in removing from his hands 
practically alt control of the military 
measures against the rebels. Marshal 
Lyautey is considered one of the 
greatest if not the greatest colonial 
administrators and soldiers whom 
France has yet produced. His rank 
of Marshal of France was conferred 
on him at the close of the Great War 
in recognition of ‘his work in holding 
Morocco for France during the war 
years with very slight resources and 
in face of constant German intrigue. 

United States prohibition officials 
say that they have broken up the 
chief liquor smuggling organization 
which was operating in the country. 
It is eaid to have had Canadian mem- 
bers as well as American, and to have 
used Canadian territory for storing 
smuggled liquor United State  of- 
ficials have also seized $1,000,000 of 
smuggled drugs in_ the southern 
states, 

In Syria, the French have relieved 
the garrison of Sueida, the town which 
wag beseiged by the rebel Druses. It 
is believed that the rebellion is now 
well on the way to being broken. 

Two American doctors have made 
a claim to have discovered a cure for 
cancer, consisting of the use of radion, 
a gas derived from radium, used in 
gold tubes. This ts not by any means 
the first time that cancer cures have 
been claimed without real foundation.

It appears to be in- 
evitable that this change will se- 
verely injure the market for 
prairie farm produce at the coast. 
The Progressives, including Mr. 
Speakman, voted against the  re- 
moval of the duties, that is to 
say, they voted In favor of pro- 
tection against free trade. If 
they were right indoing so in this 
particular instance, can they con- 
sistently say that free trade is 
entirely the best policy for Can- 
ada and that Mr. Meighen’s pro- 
tective policy is wholly wrong?

NOTABLE GROWTH IN FOX 
FARMING 


A large increase, both in the num- 
ber of fox farms and in the value of 
those farms in Canada, is shown for 
the year 1924 over the previous year. 
‘ast year there were 1,466 farms, 
valued at $10,813,833, as compared 
with 1,179 farms in the previous year 
valued at $8,284,384. An even larger 
proportionate increase is shown in the 
number and value of other fur-bear- 
ing animal farms. The animals are: 
recoon, mink, skunk, marten, fisher, 
coyote, dhinchilla and other kinds of 
rabbit and karakul sheep. In 1924 
these farms numbered 84 and were 
valued at $152,587, as compared with 
48 farms in 1923 valued at $99,445.

STRAW PAPER INDUSTRY 


As a result of successful experi- 
ments in the making of paper and 
paper producte from waste straw in 
Alberta, which have been conducted 
under the auspices of the provincial 
government, the government is now 
making an effort to interest capital in 
the proposal to establish a plant or 
plants in the province. 

The government expresses. confi- 
dence in the success of such an en- 
terprise and states that the results 
of the experiments made have been 
of the greatest importance not only 
to the farmers but to the general in- 
dustrial development of the province. 

A special report on the experiments 
has been made by Trade Commission- 
er Stutchbury to Premiet Greenfield. 

Investigations were made into all 
known experimental processes for the 
manufacture of pulp from straw, and 
finally, about two years ago, the gov- 
ernment made arrangements for la- 
boratory tests of the Bache-Wiig pro- 
cese in the pulp and paper division 
of the forest products laboratories, 
Montreal, under the joint supervision 
of Mr. E. Parke Cameron, the superin- 
tendent of the division, and Mr. John 
Bache-Wlig, who was co-inventor with 
his father in the process. 

As a result of the success which at- 
tended the teste carried out in Mont- 
real, the Alberta government employ- 
ed a well-known pulp and paper en- 
gineer to make a local survey of the 
conditions which were necessary for 
the commercial success of a plant in 
this province. The following points 
were considered: 

1—Availability of straw within an 
economic basis. 

2—Availability and cost of coal. 

38—Availability and cost of salt and 
sodium sulphate. 

4—Railway facilities and 
rated. 

‘5—Labor conditions. 

6—Water and sewage facilities. 

An exhaustive report on these sub- 
jects has been receivd by the govern- 
ment covering a number of points in 
the province. This report, together 
will all technical reports, is being 
placed at the disposal of groups of 
capital who may be interested in tne 
development of this important new 
industry.

THE CONSERVATIVE 
CONVENTION 


Dr. H. Wagner, Innisfail, Nominated 


The Conservative convention 
nominate a candidate for the coming 
dominion election was held in the Mc- 
Bride Hotel hall on Thursday eve- 
ning last. An -excellent attendance 
formed an encouraging sign of the 
interest taken by Conservatives of the 
district in the contest. W. E. Payne 
presided and on the ar-ival of the 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, K.C., opened the 
proceedings by a brief eulogy of Mr. 
Bennett as one of the finest orators 
in Canada. Mr. Bennett spoke as 
follows: 


He deprecated the flattering terms 
of Mr. Payne's introduction but ex- 
pressed his pleasure at again being 
in Red Deer, which he had often visit- 
ed in former days and whose hospital- 
ity he had learned to appreciate. Elec- 
tions had to come in their regular 
periods and this election was an im: 
portant one because we were compel- 
led to take’stock of a yery difficult 
national position. The last few years 
had been years of no little difficulty. 
He himself had all he wanted in the 
world and had no lack of faith in his 
country. He considered that’ the 
achievement of the Canadian people, 
few in number and peopling a vast 
country, had been a remarkable one 
up to the present date. We had pass- 
ed through a great war in which we 
had given of our best. We had incur- 
red heavy financial obligations. It was 
time for us now to do as the old Brit- 
ish House of Commons used to do— 
to consider the state of the nation, to 
try to estimate that state with its 
evils and its possible cure. In form- 
ing any plan of action it was neces- 
sary to hold to bed rock principles 
and not to-indulge in rash experi- 
ments. In the last four years there 
had been an idea in the West that the 
old parties were both bad and the re- 
sult had been the coming into exist- 
ence of the so-called Progressive 
party. That party, however, had not 
been a success. It had been like “an 
infant crying in the night and with 
no language but a cry.” When pro- 
gress was talked of, it was well to re- 
member that there might be progress 
back as well as forward, and that 
form of progress which consists of 
seeing evil in everything was a back- 
ward progress. 


There were three main problems 
before the country now: (1) taxation, 
(2) transportation, (3) population. 
Taxation was all important. It af- 
fected our happiness, our welfare and 
all other things. Canada was. the 
fourth highest taxed country in the 
world. Yet people wondered why the 
depression was so great. Taxation 
was at the root of all our problems. 
Last year we produced the equival2nt 
in value of five billion dollars. Our 
net production was worth from two 
and one-half to three billions. Taxa- 
tion amounted to one-fourth of that. 
Such a level of taxation meant that 
the danger point had been reached, as 
any economist would agree. There 
was the additional fact that we lived 
beside the United States, the richest 
nation in the world, whose standards 
of living naturally affected ours. In 
the last few years the States had re- 
duced their debt by five millions of 
dollars and their annual interest 
payments by from 200 to 300 million 
dollars. Their government had de- 
clared that in the next three vears 
they would remove the income tax. 
They -had done all this by economy 
and avoidance of waste in expendi- 
ture. Such economy was unknown in 
Canada. Twenty-five millions of dol- 
lars had been spent in the last few 
years on the harbors of Quehec, Mont- 
real and Toronto, which already had 
more facilities than they could nae. 
That was a mere bribe for the people 
as a whole. The money might have 
been spent on getting settlers into the 
West. All through the estimates for 
1928, 1924 and 1925 there were these 
items of useless expenditure. 

England had set an example in this 
respect which had won the admira- 
tion of the world. In spite of an un- 
precedented burden of taxation she 
had cut down her expenditure, paid 
her debts, reduced her burden of in- 
terest and was paying her huge debt 
to the States year by year. Canada 
on the other hand had in the last four 
years added 100 millions to her debt, 
exclusive of the railway’ debt. Enr- 
land kad balanced her budget: so na? 
other nations, even Poland. France, 
faced with a capital levy, had been 
brought to realize that she also «Vist 
balance her budget. Canada_ also 
must do so. Yet in the government 
expenditure there was no_ sign of 
economy. It was of no use for the 
people of Canada to blame the gov- 
ernment only. We all got the govoern- 
ment we deserved. If we wanted to 
add to our taxes, let us do it but let 
us not complain afterwards. We must 
either send to Ottawa men pledged to 
economy or we had no right to com- 
plain. If he was elected, he would 
see to it that there was economy. W. 
FE. Gladstone, the greatest of chancel- 
lors of the exchequor, when in oypnosi- 
tion and challenged by his dpponents 
to state’ what his financial policy 
would be replied that it was not the 
duty of a phygician to prescribe until 
he was called in. He was so thorough 
an economist that he even protested 
against expenditure on the little gar- 
den of No. 10 Downing Street, ar 
what men in Canada thought of such 
details. One member at Ottawa tried 
to protest against expenditure and in- 
curred the wrath of his constituents 
because they wanted some of the 
public money to be spent on them- 
selves. Reckless expenditure was the 
fault of the people as much as of th? 
representatives. When the orgy of 
railway expenditure was going on no 
one would listen to suggestions of 
economy. Any who. spoke of it were 
called pessimists. The boom — col- 
lapsed as all boome do and left the 
reaction behind. There was only one 
sound policy and that was spend less 
than your income. It was that  pol- 
icy, the policy of the balanced budget, 
which had mede Scotland and Eng- 
land. Wither we must balance our 
budget or we must perish. Had any 
attempt been made to. do that in the 
last four years? 

What was the solution ef the prob- 
lem? It was the stopning of waste 
and also the getting of more people. 
He could not understand the Progres- 
sives. There had beén no Conserva- 
tive government in Alberta. The Lib- 
erals left the farmers party a legacy 
of three railways in the north of the 
province which cost in interest $3000 
a day and did not pay their operating 
expenses, The people had to bear 


‘to; burden but the Farmers’ government 


had not taken up the question of econ- 
omy and elimination of waste. We 
had a balanced budget only twice in 
the history of Alberta.. How would 
that work in private life? If interest 
had to be paid yearly on interest, the 
amount soon mounted up to great 
heights. 

From taxation the next step was 
to transportation. We owned one of 
the biggest railway systems in the 
world with sections in the United 
States as well as in Canada. We got 
that railway system through the Lib- 
eral government. Who created the 
Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific? It was Sir Wilfred 
Laurier. He had pointed out at the 
time what! would happen by the crea- 
tion of these roads and had been 
jeered at. The creation of these rail- 
ways had been senseless competition 
and in the end Canada had to take 
them over. Since 1914, according to 
J. L. Payne, the official statistician at 
Ottawa, a total of one billion 273 mil- 
lion dollars had been sunk in the Na- 
tional railway system, of which the 
fixed charges were 100 million dollars 
a year. We had put new capital of 
118 millions a year. It was mere 
nonsense to talk about having operat- 
ing surpluses when the railways were 
losing every year through the charges 
on capital sunk in them. All govern- 
ments were to some extent to blame. 
The Union government had some- 
thing to do with it. The real diffi- 
culty about the Canadian National 
Railway system was that there were 
no shareholders’ meetings to insist 
on efficient management and officials. 
The present directors were in some 
cases mere political job hunters. 

The cure for’ this problem was 
population. Nine million people, the 
present population of Canada, could 
produce only a limited amount of traf- 
fic. How were more people to be got? 
Why were people leaving Canada at 
the present time? What were the im- 
migration figures in the last four 
years? In 1921, 89,000 people came 
to Canada; in 1922, 72,000; in 1923, 
14,800; in 1924, 111,000. It was a total 
of less than 500,000 and it had cost 
ten million dollars to get them here. 
On the other hand in 1922 47,000 peo- 
ple went from Canada to the United 
State; in 1293, 117,000; in 1924, 201,- 
000. We were actually losing popula- 
tion at the present time. Why? The 
answer was that there was no work 
for them to do. Not a week passed 
without some one coming to him ask- 
fing for a job. They could not get 
work here and therefore they leave 
the country. Why was there no work 
for them. 
people here unless there was work 
for them. Unemployment cost great 
sums for relief. The first things peo- 
ple asked about a new country were: 
what is the country like? what is the 
taxation? can I get work in it? We 
had the finest of countries here and 
we had ho work because we were 
buying goods outside of Canada and 
giving no chance to Canadians to 
work at making the goods in Canada. 
We were exporting our raw materials 
for manufacture outside of Canada. 
ven the Progressives demanded pro- 
tection when it was a case of their 
own industry being affected. What 
could give Canadians an opportunity 
for work equal to that of other peo- 
ple? It was mass population for a 
large market. That was what had 
been realized in the States. There 
they had put a heavy duty on the 
import of wheat and cattle from Can- 
ada in answer to the farmers’ de 
mand. The people in the cities had 
said that that meant higher prices for 
them, but they had been told. that 
they also had protection for their in- 
dustries and could not refuse it to the 
farmers. 

There were three means of giving 
equal opportunities to Canadians: an 
embargo, a bonus or a tariff. Mil- 
lions of bushels of wheat go into the 
United States duty free for manufact- 
ure there for export. An embargo 
would force the manufacture of this 
wheat to be carried on in Canada. The 
bonus system might be illustrated by 
the Australian practice of giving a 
small bonus on the exportation of all 
carcasées of cattle. The tariff was 
the only weapon which would create 
work for Canadians and bring popu- 
lation to Canada. It would solve all 
our problems. Of all the nations in 
the world Canada alone had reduced 
its tariff since the war. Righty na- 
tions had increased their tariffs in 
order to keep their people at home 
and give them work to do. Even if 
prices were higher under protection, 
the rise .jn such prices would not 
equal the taxes paid to provide relief 
for the unemployed. It was the Unit- 
ed States tariff that had kept its 
people busy and prosperoug. The pres- 
ent government had made a_=ecom- 
mercial treaty with Australia. Before 
it was made there was a tariff on the 
importation of Australian and New 
Zealand butter and mutton, but now 
these had been greatly reduced, the 
butter duty being reduced from three 
cents per pound to one cent. How 
would that affect our dairy farmers? 
Mr. Speakman evidently thought 
would injure them since he voted 
against it to protect them. The 
freight rate from Calgary to Vancou- 
ver is only a little less than the rate 
from ‘Australia to Vancouver and the 
result is that the Alberta trade in 
butter with Vancouver is threatened 
with extinction, the more so hecause 
the butter of Australia is produced 
most cheaply just at the time when 
Canadian butter is produced at great- 
est cost—that is, in the Canadian win- 
ter, which is the summer in Australia, 
Mr. Sneakman was willing to vote for 
protection of one class but not for 
others.

He know that. toriff 
had their difficulties and had been 
somtimes used to promote ineffici- 
ency. The States knew that also and 
had provided a body to conduct. in- 
vestigations into questions of com- 
parative costs in the States as com- 
pared with other countries, so that 
undue costs could) be corrected by 
lowering the tariff and = vice versa. 
That meant a tariff commission and 
not merely an advisory board which 
would give advice only ag political ex- 
igencies required. The Hon. Charles 
Stewart voted for the Australian 
treaty becanse he did not care about 
protecting the Canadian worker. The 
Conservatives preached the doctrine 
of protection, not of interests or indi- 
viduals, but in order to give all in 
Canada an equal opportunity, to al- 
low them to stay in thelr own coun-

He asked whether it 
was necessary for our young people 
to leave their homes and the answer 
was, No, if they were given protec- 
tion in those homes. In going into 
the election fight, he urged them to 
think not only of victory but also of 
a struggle for a principle, which was 
a greater thing. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. W. E. Payne expressed the 
thanks of the meeting to Mr. Bennett 
for a great speech and then called 
for nominations. Mr. W. J. Botterill 
in a brief speech nominated Dr. H. 
Wagner of Innisfail, and explained 
that Dr. Wagner was a young man 
who hag come to the West 12 years 
ago from London, Ontario, and had 
always been a leader in sport and was 
well and favorably known all over the 
riding. Mr. Craig of Olds seconded 
the nomination. No other nomina- 
tions were made and Dr. Wagner was 
unanimously chosen as the candidate. 
He came forward to the platform and 
was introduced by Mr. Payne. Dr. 
Wagner explained that he had had no 
idea when coming to the meeting that 
he was to be asked to be the candi- 
date, that he was entirely new to 
politics but that he had always been 
a Conservative and was now in full 
accord with Mr. Meighen and would 
follow him.

NEW SALT INDUSTRY 


What is to become one of Alberta’s 

most important industries, and what 
is practically the first industry of con- 
sequence to be developed in territory 
tributary to the A. & G.W. line, is now 
in full swing. This is the salt plant 
of the Alberta Salt Co. at Fort Mc- 
Murray, which is financed by Edmon- 
ton men. 
The plant, which has been under 
construction for the past year or more 
at the salt wells on the Athabasca 
River just above Fort McMurray, ‘has 
been in operation for some weeks and 
is producing about 40 tons of salt a 
day, it is stated. It is hoped later on 
to be able to increase the capacity of 
the plant to about 75 tons per day. 

The salt produced at the plant is 
finding a ready sale, which is evi- 
denced by the fact that the firm had 
orders for 20 carloads during the past 
week. 

The yearly consumption of galt in 
Alberta is estimated at about 60,000 
tons, and it is stated that it would be 
possible to ‘fill all of this demand in 
the near future from the new plant at 
McMurray. This, combined with th 
in-going traffic incidental thereto, 
would mean valuable traffic for the 
government railway, the A. & G.W. 
Even as it as at present, the opera- 
tion of the plant is adding welcome 
traffic to the government road.

An industry which has begun to 
grow to a considerable extent in Eng- 
land the last few years is that of 
keeping Angora rabbits for their wool. 

These rabbits. produce from one- 
half pound to one pound of fine wool 
each year which sells for approxim- 
ately between $8.00 and $9:00 per 
pound. The wool is clipped or. bet- 


ter still is plucked by hand from the 


rabbits when it is ripe. This involves 
no pain of any sort to the rabbits, 
which sit perfectly quiet while the 
plucking process is going on. 

Hitherto the wool. of this type used 
in England was not nearly all grown 
in the country but had to be imported 
from France, so that the keeping of 
the rabbits for this purpose in Eng- 
land is supplying a genuine need in 
the home market. 

The rabbits have. to be supplied 
with warm,.dry hutches and must 
have a fair area of ground to run 
about in. They need about-seven and 
one-half ounces of green feed, seven 
and one-half ounces of hay and two 
ounces of wheat and oats mixed each 
day. The cost of feed and labor and 
bedding workg out at about $2.50 per 
year, so that each rabbit should pro- 
duce from two to three and one-half 
times the cost of its keep in wool 
every year. : 

Most of the plucking is done in 
France by women and the new indus- 
try is being taken up in England 
largely by women also. An expert 
can pluck a rabbit in 20 minutes and 
one woman can look after 600 rabbits 
without undue labor. 

The rabbits become exceedingly 
tame and as they do not have to be 
killed in order to supply the wool, 
there is none of the unpleasant side 
about keeping them which exists in 
the case of fur-bearing animals which 
have to be killed for their skins. The 
chief thing necessary is to get the 
very best class or rabbit and look 
after them carefully. If this is done, 
there is a comfortable profit to ‘he 
made out of keeping them and it is 
a very clean and pleasant species of 
work.

THE HON. ALEX ROSS ADDRESSES 
THE BOARD OF TRADE 


On Wednesday last the monthly 
luncheon of the Board of Trade was 
held and was attended by the Hon. 
Alex Ross, minister of public works 
in the Alberta government. H. Will- 
son, president of the board, -was in 
the chair and there was a good at- 
tendance, the McBride Hotel dining 
room being practically full, G. W. 
Smith, M.L/A., was also present. 

After luncheon Mr. Willson briefly 
introduced Mr. Ross, who spoke as 
follows: He thanked the board for 
their reception and said that he had 
a liking for Red Deer and its repre- 
sentatives because among other things 
they took the trouble, through Mr. A. 
T. Stephenson, the board’s secretary, 
to write and express appreciation of 
the work of his department around 
Red Deer. The chief problem of his 
department was the roads and the 
chief problem of the roads was fi- 
nance. The aim of the government 
was to have 2500 miles of main high- 
way. Of that, 1800 was built ‘and 700 
remained to be built. When the gov- 
ernment took office in 1921 they found 
the roads in bad condition as the re- 
sult of the heavy motor traffic they 
had been called on to bear. It was 
necessary to rebuild them and the 
government had no money available 
for the purpose. [For the first two 
years the government could not under- 
take. any programme. They could 
only study the question and ascertain 
what was needed for the roads. They 
came to the conclusion that it was not 


possible to rebuild the roads without 
a great new scheme being planned. To 
assist them in this they had the Can- 
‘ada Highways Act, a dominion act 
which set aside twenty million dollars 
to assist and encourage the prov- 
inces in road building. This fund was 
distributed among the provinces ac- 
cording- to population and Alberta's 
share was $1,500,600. Up to this limit 
the dominion government was ready 
to pay 40 per cent of the cost of road 
building. The provinces had to draft 
plans and the dominion government 
considered and, if so advised, approv- 
ed the plans for execution. This 40 
per cent was used mainly. for dealing 
with the surface of roads. It was not 
available for bridge building or work 
within cities such as Red Deer. The 
Alberta government decided to take 
advantage of the act and for this pur- 
pose succeeded in getting it extended 
for another two years. In 1924 they 
began the carrying out of their 
scheme. Under this scheme they 
proposed to spend three and a half 
million dollars on the roads, of which 
40 per cent would be provided by the 
dominion. Their first plan was to re- 
build or build new roads 2200 miles 
in length but this first plan has been 
slightly modified. They began on the 
main arterieg of’ the province and 
they regarded the north and south 
road from Athabasca to Coutts on the 
international boundary as the main 
artery. All the distance between 
Calgary and Edmonton except 60 
miles was finished and that 60 miles 
will shortly be gravelled. From Cal- 
gary 60 miles south to Nanton was 
done and gravelled nearly to Oko- 
toks. By the time the snow came 
this winter it was expected that the 
road would ‘be gravelled as far as 
(High River. From Calgary to Banff 
was nearly all gravelled. A great 
,déal of work had been done in the 
,Crow’s Nest Pass area, where grades 
;had been reduced and turns widened. 
A new road had been built from 
Cardston to Glacier Park in Montana. 
This was done in conjunction with 
the United States authorities, who 
agreed to build a, road from Glacier 
Park to the boundary if Alberta wonld 
build from the boundary to Cardston. 
It was not yet all gravelled but it was 
getting on. The idea behind this was 
to show the tourists from the States 
that Alberta was trying to give them 
good roads. This American tourist 
traffic was a most important thing in 
view of the scenic attractions of Al- 
berta. After personal inspection he 
was of the opinion that the scenery 
of places like Glacier Park could not 
compare with that of Banff and Jas- 
per Park. The Americans naturally 
were rather reluctant to construct a 
link which would have the effect of 
taking their people out of the States 
to Canada on their motoring tours, 
but the public pressure had been so 
great as to compel them to do it. 

They had not used the old road 
beds so much as might have been ex- 
pected because those old roads were 
built on a basis of expediency without 
any scientific planning. Now they 
sent an engineer first to survey the 
roads, make an estimate of cost and 
report, after which the report was 
checked in the department and then 
sent on to Ottawa and tenders called 
for. Everything was now done by 
contract and not by day labor. There 
were difficulties at first because it 
was a new type of construction and 
some contractors and engineers were 
not used to it and got into difficulties 
as a result, but these were being 
overcome and now the contractors 
tendering for such work were large 
firms with plenty of experience and 
equipment. 

Clay roads in hig opinion were a 
mistake because they cannot stand up 
under wet weather and heavy traffic. 
Something more than mere clay roads 
was needed. They were building less 
but treating the roads built. By the 
end of the year 610 miles would be 
surfaced and 160 miles gravelled. ‘At 
the end of their programme 400 to 500 
miles would be gravelled and 1200 
miles sub-graded. That was only a 
beginning. How much further they 
could go would depend on what the 
people of Alberta could pay. So far 
twenty millions had been spent in 
Alberta on roads, bridges and ferries 
and that did not include what was 
spent by municipalities and local im- 
provement districts, who have spent 
another fifteen millions or so. Yet 
not a mile of the roads so built can 
be travelled comfortably in wet 
weather except,the bits which have 
this year been gravelled. 

It was possible to treat roads cheap- 
ly where there was plenty of material 
easily available, as in- the south of 
Alberta, where there were plenty of 
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gravel and shale... Some parts of the 
province have very light: soil without 
enough clay to.make:a binding ma- 
terial. This was.the case. between 
Red Deer and Lacombe._ In the north 
they were not so well off for material 
to build roads with, which was the 
explanation of the change in the road 
for some ten miles near Edmonton, 
which was done to. bring it as near 
the railway as possible and so make 
the transport of gravel cheaper, 

Ags to the tar ‘sands, they had’ been 
tried. and he could not recommend 
their use extensively. Last year the 
Alberta University research depart- 
ment took a section of road between 
Edmonton and Fort Saskatchewan and 
tried using bitumen from the tar 
sands mixed with pulverized clay as 
a surface, the idea being to make the 
road watertight... When rain came the 
wheels of traffic cut through the sur- 
face and it then tore up to a worse 
extent than the ordinary road. He 


had himself done some experiment. 


with the use of tar sand bitumen, but 
it wag an expensive business, costing 
twenty to twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars per mile as compared with four 
thousand five hundred per mile for a 
gravelled road. Gravel mixed with 
natural tar sand on a clay base had 
been tried with fair results. Pulver- 
ized clay with natural tar sand gave 
excellent results. The university, dis- 
satisfied with their experiment on the 
Fort Saskatchewan road, tried a com- 
parison between roads treated with 
bitumen and roads treated -with oil 
from Wainwright. The bitumen treat- 
ed road stood up well. That treated 
with oil cut up badly. In its natural 
state tar sand varics in its bitumen 
content considerably and it is: impos- 
sible to get even qualities of paving 
unless the ingredients are of even 
quantities. 

The government had not overlooked 
the settlers’ roads. They knew vhat 
there were many people who have 
been waiting for years for good roads 
to be provided and in the meantime 
have had to use the roughly made 
trails. The people between Edmon- 
ton and Coal Lake are in the utmost 
need of both roads and railway, which 
they have not got, though they grow 
an average of 500,000 bushels of 
wheat per year. Almost all over the 
north of the province roads are hard 
to build and there are most difficult 
areas of low bad ground. To the 
northwest there is the Jasper Park 
highway question to be considered. 
This would be almost wholly a pleas- 
ure road and the government there- 
fore did not consider it as such {m- 
portance as other roads but they had 
instructed an engineer to make a sur- 
vey and probably a simple trail would 
be provided. The Peace River coun- 
try at present could not be entered 
by motor car and it was imperative 
that a road should be built into it, 
but it would necessarily be an ex- 
pensive one owing to the extent of 
muskeg to be encountered cr avoided 
by detours. . 

The government fully recognized 
that they had a big problem on their 
hands but they were doing all they 
could to meet it and they hoped that 
they would finally provide perman- 
ent roads. They expected next year 
to see a big increase in the tourist 
traffic because of the new road from 
the States to Cardston. When the 
road from Calgary to Banff was com- 
pleted last year 1600 cars went over 
it in nine weeks, and this year the 
traffic was even greater. 

There were great difficulties to be 
faced which many _ people did not 
realize. The whole programme de- 
pended on finance, and all that they 
could say was that they would do 
their best. (Applause.) 

W. J. Botterill in thanking Mr. Ross 
for his address said that Red Deer 
prided itself on rising to the occasion 
when it was a question of expressing 
appreciation of any public man irre- 
spective of his party. Red Deer be- 
lieved in the policy of fostering road 
traffic of tourists because these peo- 
ple saw the country at its best and 
acted as unpaid advertisers for settle- 
ment purposes. In this district Syl- 
van Lake was becoming more and 
more attractive as a holiday resort 
and naturally wanted to have as good 
a road provided as was possible. Hun- 
dreds of cars went over the road to 
the lake in a day during the holiday 
season, and one restaurant reported 
taking over $2000 during a week-end 
this season. 

The proceedings terminated with 
the singing of God Save the King.

WESTERN GENERAL 
ARBITRATION AWARD 


PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION 
SETS VALUE AT $74,069 


The Public Utilities Commissioners 
have handed down their award in the 
arbitration between the City of Red 
Deer and the Western General Electric 
Co., and have found that the value of 
the company’s plant, including the 
new boilers and business, except the 
retail shop and book debts, is $74,- 
069.389, made up as follows:

Distribution system ..... 20,088.82

Going concern value ........... 5,142.89

$74,069.39 

Each party pays its own legal and 
witness costs and half the commis- 
sion costs in award and valuation. 

The main questions to be settled 
were: : 

1—The value. to be fixed for the 
company’s plant (the city to take over 
the new boilers at present-day value 
and allow the company fair value for 
the boilers at present in use.) 

2—The amount to be allowed, if 
any, for the company’s franchise and 
displacement of capital and the 
amount to be allowed for going con- 
cern value. 

The back history leading up to the 
arbitration was reviewed by the com- 
mission. 

The respective valuation given to 
the power plant by experts for the 
company, the city and the board were 
also dealt with, the chief variations 
being over the large engine and the 
boilers, the value of the disconnected 
boilers and the distribution system. 

With regard to putting the distribu- 
tion system in shape to comply with 
provincial requirements, the cost 
would be $4,000, of which the com- 
pany and the city should each pay 
half. 

The franchise value, which the com- 
pany had set at $11,000, was rejected 
on the ground that the board’s valua- 
tion wag based upon the fact that the 
plant was an operating one and that 
it had not set a junk value on It. Only 
the actual amount of money expend- 
ed in obtaining a franchise could be 
allowed. As the only item actually 
incurred by the company. was $1,500 
for legal expenses and as the fran- 
chise had run some 22 years, out of 
the original 25-year term, only the 
proportionate amount for the unex- 
pired portion could be allowed. 

With regard to the going concern 
value, the city were taking over an 
established business ‘and while the 
company had two or three good years, 
some time ago, it had not been pros- 
perous in recent years, and during the 
past two or three years it had not 
done any more than broken even, and 
that without earning a return upon 
the investment. Under the circum- 
stances the ‘board believed that an 
allowance of 10 per cent on the pres- 
ent value of the plant would be a fair 
allowance. 

The company’s claim for an allow- 
ance for displacement of capital 
would be disallowed. There was no 
precedent for making such an allow- 
ance, and even if there were, the con- 
dition of the plant was not such as 
would warrant it. 

The question of the inventory of 
the stock and tools on hand was held 
over. As the inventory waa constant- 
ly changing, nothing could be gained 
by having this amount fixed at the 
present time. 

The mechanical stokers still require 
a fan and fan engine, costing about 
$2,000, and there is aiso the cost of 
the installation of the new boilers and 
making the necessary changes there- 
by involved, of which the board had 
no estimate but which undoubtedly 
would be quite heavy. These items 
would have to be included in the 
bylaw to be submitted to the rate- 
payers before the award of the board 
could become effective. Subject to 
this, however, the board fixed the 
amount to be paid to the Western 
General Electric Co. by the City of 
Red Deer for the plant, system, fran- 
chise and other assets at $74,096.39.

Butter—Both 
dairy butter and creamery butter are 
being quoted at firmer prices this 
week; fancy table dairy butter is 
quoted at 35c, without a spread, with 
Nos. 1 and 2 grades from 5 to 6 cents 
higher. Creamery butter in cartons 
is now quoted at 45c for No. 1 and 41c 
for No. 2. Prints are quoted at 44c 
and 40c for Nos. 1 and 2. Cheese— 
With less milk being shipped in to 
the creameries the volume of cheese 
is gradually falling off but prices re- 
main unchanged. 

EGGS—POULTRY 

Eggs—Receipts on the local market 
are light but prices are unchanged. 
Quite a few pullet eggs are to be seen 
on the market from Alberta hens. No 
shipments of coast eggs have been 
handled here yet, for their market ig 
as high if not higher than the one 
here. Storage holdings are being 
used and are selling around 37¢c per 
dozen, which dealers say does not 
leave much profit after the storage 
charges and the cost of regrading 
them have~been deducted. Poultry— 
There are a lot of light hirds arriving 
on the market, in fact some of the 
dealers are of the opinion that the 
shippers must be killing their laying 
birds. The shipper who is selling the 
light ones now would do better if he 
kept them for a while as there is no 
demand for that class of fowl. A few 
broilers are being handled but they 
are in bad condition so are somewhat 
of a drag on the market.

NATURE NOTES 


BEARS ON THE INCREASE—A 
RISKY BPISODE 


It appears that since bear hides be- 
came of little or no value, bears have 
not been hunted much and are be- 
coming so numerous as to be a men- 
ace to young stock in the foothills 
country. A story comes from the 
Prairie Creek country which is worth 
recording if only for the assured 
recklessness of the two lads partici- 
pating 

It seems that while Dick and Jock 
Graham, sons of Mr. Robert Graham, 
were hunting for their cattle the other 
day, they saw a mother bear and two 
well-grown cubs passing up an open 
muskeg. The boys had one light rifle 
and only three cartridges, but Dick 
promptly opened fire and wounded 
the old hear with the first shot, which 
knocked her over. She recovered and 
made for the scrub, a second shot 
missing her as she gained the cover. 
The boys, who were mounted, forced 
the cubs up a tree and shot one of 
them with their last cartridge. The 
question then arose as to how they 
could kill the second cub. A wounded 
she-hear is dangerous at any time but 
doubly so when her cubs are inter- 
fered with, and there was a great 
risk of the old bear attacking at any 
time. However, rather than let a pos- 
sible calf killer escape, Jock Graham 
decided to take a chance and remain 
at the foot of the tree, making a noise 
like several men with loaded guns, 
while his brother rode off for more 
ammunition. It turned out luckily for 
the boys, as Dick got back in time to 
kill the second cub. Then they went 
to hunt up the old bear and found her 
under circumstances which proved 
that Jock had indeed been taking 
risks. The bullet had finally proved 
fatal but from the signs not for a con- 


siderable time, and it must have been’ 


at least a toss-up whether Jock or the 
second cub became the third casualty. 
It says a great deal for the boy that 
he stuck to his post alone and un- 
sarmed, knowing, as he did, the diisks 
he ran. 

As that well-known old-timer, Char- 
lie Apperson, had just accounted for 
another grown bear, this makes s6ix 
of these pests accounted for in the 
Prairie Creek district recently. 

While the common black bear is 
generally harmless, if allowed to get 
too thick they are apt to start kill- 
ing newly-born calves, and once they 
do start they occasion a very serious 
loss in a very short time, especially in 
the spring, when their food ig scarce 
and the newly-born calves are easily 
picked up. A bear once started kill- 
ing around a settlement becomes ex- 
ceedingly crafty and hard to dispose 
of without dogs, and dogs of the right 
sort. Several calves have been miss- 
ed in this part for the past two springs 
and the ranchers lay the blame on 
i bears and are therefore killing them 


whenever they get a chance. If they 
had not been eo successful in clear- 
ing them out themselves, it was pro- 


posed to borrow Ralph Patterson of 
Red Deer and his Ford car for the 


purpose.

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ELECTION CONTEST IN 
RED DEER 

Each of the three parties in this 
constituency hag now nominated its 
candidate for the election and the 
contest will begin in earnest. It is 
just over four weeks to the polling 
day. 

At first sight, the chances would 
seem to favor the Progressive candi- 
date, especially in view of the tre- 
mendous majority which he obtained 
at the last election. On the other 
hand, the Progressive party as a 
whole has lost ground steadily all 
over Canada in the last four years. 
It has failed to develop any distinct- 


’ ive policy nor has it thrown up any 


leader of outstanding political ability. 
It has become apparent that the party 
is not far removed from a free trade 
wing of the Liberal party and the 
general anticipation is that, if the 
coming election results in the Liber- 
als being left without a majority of 
their own in parliament, there will be 
to all intents and purposes a complete 
fusion of Liberals and Progresaives in 
spite of what Mr. Forke has said to 
the contrary. 

Unless Mr. Speakman was greatly 
misrepresented at the Liberal nomin- 
ating convention, he has practically 
declared himself to be a supporter of 
Mr. Mackenzie King. ‘How far this 
“flirtation” of his with the Liberal 
party will damage ithe Progressive 
cause in the coming election is hard 
to estimate, but in view of such a 
statement it cannot be easy for mem- 
bers of the Progressive party to flat- 
ter themselves that they are really 
an independent force in the country. 
‘ADD .TO ELECTION EDITORIAL .... 

Mr. Speakman ‘himself is a most 
formidable candidate and there is no 
question about the enthusiasm with 
which he is regarded by his party. He 
is a first-rate speaker, with an excel- 
lent manner, quite free from bombast 
or conceit and with the shining merit 
of strict relevancy, clearness and 
simplicity. While it is possible to 
disagree with his political opinions, 
it is impossible not to recognize how 


good a type of candidate and mem- 


ber he iis, and it is a pleasure to pay 
ths personal tribute while at the 
same time repeating that in the mat- 
ter of imperial defence and in his 
even modified support of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King, Mr. Speakman holds 
Views which make it impossible for 
this paper to do other than oppose 
him in this election. 

As far as. thig newspaper is con- 
cerned, it is of the opinion that, while 
the tariff is a very complicated and 
difficult question to make up one's 
mind about, there is no question about 
Mr. Mackenzie King. He is not an 
asset to Canada and the sooner he is 
deprived of the premiership the bet- 
ter it will be for the dominion. There 
has been in his policy practically no 
suggestion of solid constructiveness, 
nor even a modified achievement in 
the direction of economy or the solu- 
tion of the cardinal problems of th» 
railway system and the immigration 
question. So far as there has peen 
any consistent principle visible 
throughout his term of office, it has 
been the principle of subservience of 
Canadian interests to those of the 
United States and hostility to imperial 
co-operation. One of his most recent 
performances, the Australian treaty, 
seems to have been designed for 
hardly any other purpose than the de- 
struction of the market—particularly 
in British Columbia—for western 
dairy products in the interest of 
Australian farm products and to some 
extent in the interests of manufactur- 
ers of agricultural implements in 
Canada. That seems to be a remark- 
able achievement for one who pro- 
fesses such a deep interest in the 
Eresperity of the farming west. lt 
almost suggests a question as ‘to 
whither there does not lurk ia his 
peiicy something of a desire tu . .ow 
Canadian depression to reach such a 
point as to force Canadians, particu- 
larly the farmers, to make up their 
minds that, at whatever cost, they 
must embrace some sort of unicn with 
the powerful and prosperous United 
States. 

The action of the Progressive party 
in respect to the Australian treaty 
prompts the question to the party age 
a whole and to Mr. Speakman in par- 
ticular as to how they reconcile their 
avowed free trade principles with 
their opposition to the removal of 
import duties which protected the 
farming industry of the prairies. Is 
this not a striking instance of the 
fact that dogmatic adherence to a 
general principle of free trade or pro- 
tection almost always breaks down

the nature of mere abuse which is 
not likely to help either their cause 
nor that of Canada. 

There are plenty of solid argu- 
ments which can be brought forward 
in favor of the Conservative policy 
without relying on merely destructive 
criticism,and at the present juncture 
it looks as if what the average elector 
wants to hear is some positive sug- 
gestions for the improvement of a 
rather depressing situation. If they 
can produce such suggestions the 
Conservatives of this constituency 
may effect something in the nature 
of a political surprise.

ALBERTA AND ITS ROADS 

It has been said that the history of 
civilization is:to some extent the his- 
tory of communications and it is easy 
to see that there is much truth in 
the statement. The communities 
which have no means of inter-com- 
munication can hardly build up a great 
system of prosperous interchange of 
their products. They must necessar 
ily have only a_ restricted outlook, 
which does not make for mental ad- 
vance. Human progress’ depends 
much on the free intercourse of man- 
kind over wide areas and amongst 
large numbers. In particular the pro- 
gress of a newly settled country can 
be marked by the improvement in its 
means of communication. If one looks 
back on. the history of Canada, both 
national and local, it is largely occu- 
pied with the struggle to bridge the 
great distances, to open the outlying 
territories to settlement. It is a story 
of C.P.R. and other railway construc- 
tion, or of bridges and improved 
trails. It is not necessary to have 
lived a great number of years in the 
west to be able to see the advance 
that has been made in this respect. 
One has only to cast one’s mind back 
some ten or (fifteen years and remem- 
ber what the roads around Red Deer 
were like to realize what has been 
done. A trip to either Sylvan Lake 
or Pine Lake fifteen years ago was 
apt to be a matter of a day’s journey 
if the weather wag even slightly wet, 
and a slow business anyhow except 
under most favorable conditions. In 
the more remote districts it was pos- 
sible to find spots even in hot dry 
weather where the trails were still 
so soft and waterlogged as to make 
passage difficult. 

Things are much improved now and 
yet there is room for vast improve- 
ment still. Even now wet weather is 
apt to make our roads nearly impas- 
sable for short periods anyhow. As 
Mr. Ross, the minister of public 
works, said in his address to the 
Board of Trade in Red Deer last 
Wednesday, there are only a few 
miles of road outside of the cities 
which it is possible to drive over in 
wet weather with any degree of com- 
fort. Yet something like thirty-five 
million dollars have been spent on the 
roads of the province up to date. One 
is inclined to ask where all that 
money has gone. 

Part of the answer may be derived 
from Mr. Ross’ speech where he said 
that when the present government 
took office they found that road build- 
ing had not been treated scientifically 
at all, and that both engineers and 
contractors were not familiar with 
anything like permanent methods of 
construction. The result in the past 
has been that money has been wasted 
in expensive and inefficient tinkering 
with roads by untrained men. Un- 
fortunately it is not only the roads 
which have suffered from that sort 
of thing. 

Mr. Ross’ speech, which is reported 
elsewhere in this issue, was a plain, 
business-like statement of the work 
of his department. It was refresh- 
ingly free from any hint of the poli- 
tician. It indicated that Mr. Ross 
was treating his department as _ it 
ought to be treated; that is to say, as 
simply a public business concern; and 
che showed that he was taking a close 
personal interest in the technical de- 
tails of the department and not leav- 
ing them to his permanent officials. 
Mr. Ross is not an ornamental speak- 
er. It is not in the least necessary 
that he ought to be. His quiet, prac- 
tical style gives a very pleasing im- 
preesion and once again it has to be 
said of this representative of the 
farmers’ government, as it has been 
said of other representatives, that he 
appears to be much in earnest in his 
attitude towards the public affairs of 
the province. That type of public 
man is much to be preferred to the 
more brilliant, less reliable type from 
which Alberta has suffered on some 
occasions in the past. 


THE FALL OF THE LEAVES 

In the fine days of the middle of 
last week the trees around Red Deer 
made their last and best effort. They 
took on the appearance of unbroken 
masses of gold which shone in the 
sunlight with an effect almost dazz- 
ling. The Canadian West does not 
have the splendor of the red maples 
which makes this season so beautiful 
in Quebec and parts of Ontario, but 
while it lasts the Western Fall has 
its own brilliance and it {s little in- 
ferior to that of the East. The gad 
thing about it is that it is so short. 
The rain which set in on Thursday 
and the cold which came with it have 
speedily played havoc with the trees’ 
The leaves have fallen 


in masses In the past week. The 


ged. and thin. The ‘paving: on~‘the 
boulevarded streéts is Mttered* with 
the ranks of the dead and the hill: 
sides all around the city, which have 
been ‘hidden behind the masses of 
green and gold for the last few 
months, are becoming bare again to 
the eye. The soft mellowness of the 
Autumn, or the Fall, as it is: perhaps 
more appropriately named, is leaving 
us for the steely brilliance of the 
coming winter. - ; 

It is always rather a sad time for 
the watchers of nature, thia Fall, as 
indeed it is for almost everybody. The 
birds are leaving us or have already 
left, except those hardy ones from 
sparrows to snowbirds which seem to 
brave the coldest Winters quite suc- 
cessfully. Evenything about us sug- 
geste the cessation of productive life, 
and the adoption of an attitude of 
strict defence against the approach of 
a great and relentless enemy. We 
may make the most thorough prepara- 
tions against the Winter, from storm- 
windows and well-stocked coal cellars 
to the fashionable fur coats which 
meek and _ long-suffering ‘husbands 
have to provide for dashing and im- 
perious wives. We may turn our 
minds to the pleasures of -long eve- 
nings before open firés—if we have 
such cheery things .and are not com- 
pelled to be content: with soulless ra- 
diators. We may consider that bridge 
parties and dances crowd close on 
one another for such of us as belong 
to the rich and fashionable set in our 
city. We may remember that skating 
and curling will soon be available. 
und finally we may say to ourselve- 
that our Western Winter’s terrors are 
greatly exaggerated; that the really 
cold days—those 64 below tragedies 
—are very few in number, while the 
days of brilliant sparkling sunshine 
and merely moderate invigorating 
temperature are many; that dust and 
flies and mosquitoes are blessedly ab- 
sent—all those things we may think 
and say, but the real truth is that we 
watch the approach of Winter with 
something akin to dread, and the fall- 
ing of the leaves is like the tolling of 
a bell that gives warning of approach- 
ing death. It is now that we turn our 
eyes wistfully southwards and would 
fain have the wings of the birds to 
carry us away to where the grim foe 
cannot reach us, to lands which wel- 
come the Winter as a mellow and 
kindly friend bringing relief from the 
burning heat of the’Summer. Failing 
the wings of the bird we sigh for the 
equally useful wings of the swollen 
bank balance, by which we might be 
transported to join the birds on the 
beaches of Los Angeles or San Diego. 

It cannot be. The stern figure of 
duty stands over us pointing to the 
narrow path of toil. We must remem- 
ber that only effeminate and feeble 
folk crowd those gay beaches of the 
south; that after all their gaiety is 
probably a farce, and that they are 
all torn with anxiety as to whether 
their costumes really do outshine 
those of other butterflies in the dis- 
trict. We must bethink us that we 
are the hardy Vikings braving the 
hardships of the grim North and de- 
fying the stern deities of the frozen 
Wintery nights. It sounds fine, es- 
pecially when declaimed to an admir- 
ing circle .of friends in a thoroughly 
well heated house after a thoroughly 
good dinner, the dishes for which 
have been washed by someone else. 
It rings somewhat hollow when the 
furnace ashee have to be carried out 
on a really cold morning and a dead 
fire waked to life with half-frozen 
hands. It is then that we look sadly 
backwards and are inclined to say 
that it might have been better if we 
ourselves had fallen with the leaves 
and sunk peacefully to rest. Only our 
fall would hardly have been charac- 
terized by a shower of gold.

VEGETABLE CROP 


The well-tended vegetable garden 
commands attention until the last 
root and stalk is harvested in tate 
October. Among the little duties to 
be performed in September are the 
following: 

Celery should be carefully mounded 
with earth and in such a way that 
the roots of the plants are not severe- 
ty injured. The stalks may be held 
together with one hand to prevent goil 
Betting into the heart as the plants 
are mounded up with soil.

Corn to be canned should be hand- 
led quickly. Very little time should 
elapse between the breaking of the 
ear from the stalk and the sealing of 
the kernels in jars. : . 

Carrots, beets and parsnips should 
not be allowed to dry and wrinkle in 
the sun after digging, but are best 
covered with vines or other healthy 
vegetation until ready for transport- 
ing to the cool storage chamber. 

Lettuce and radish seed may still 
be sown in the cold frame or hot 
frame. 

Melons and tomatoes require heavy 
covering in the early evening of a 
Prospective cold night. A light cov- 
ering is often more of a handicap 
than a help in warding off frost in- 
jury. Melons' should be kept off the 
soil by shingle, board or brick, and 
turned part-way around every few 
days so as to ripen evenly. | 

A few plants of parsley potted or 
placed in a box, watered and set in 
partial shade, may be reserved for a 
supply..of garnish. The boxes are 
taken inside before heavy frosts. The 
beautiful rich green of these plants 
is an attractive sight in winter.

\ Bistencies of Men,” C. B. Fletcher 
' contributes the following interesting 

remarks on freight rates to the 
August “Railway Review”: 

“Man’s progress is measured by 
his adaptability to his surroundings 
and his opportunity to trade with his 
fellow men by exchanging products. 
Transportation is the essential in- 
Btrumentality for trade, commerce or 
business of any kind. 

“The phenomenal prosperity of the 
United States today is the direct re- 
sult of the most efficient transporta- 
tion facilities in the world — rail- 
roads. 

“Railroad transportation is worth 
ten times what it costs today to 
every person in this nation. The 
railroads haul your meat 500 miles 
for 36 cents a hundred pounds, you 
pay from 20 cents for cheap cuts to 
60 cents for special cuts of meat or 
from 60 to 180 times the cost of 
transportation. 

“The railroads haul flour 400 miles 
for 13% cents a hundred, 7 pounds 
for one cent. You pay 10 cents a 
pound for bread or 70 times the cost 
of transportation. 

“You pay one dollar for a meal at 
a first class hotel on which the 
freight charges were less than two 

i cents, including everything served, 

"" and the coal to cook it, and then tip 
the waiter ten cents or five times 
what the railroad received for haul- 
ding it 400 miles or more. 

“The same man who tips the 
waiter ten cents will go out and 
make a speech and complain of high 
freight rates which are not one-fifth 
ef the amount of his tip.

SITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday evening. 
Mayor Johns presided and there was 
a full attendance of aldermen and 
Commissioner Stephenson. 

A telegram was read from the mayor 
.of Vancouver intinating that he was 
calling a meeting of mayors of the 
western provinces to consider the 
question of the freight rates west- 
bound and asking if Mayor Johns 
would attend. The mayor telegraph- 
ed in reply that ‘he could not do so 
and that the considered that this ques- 
tion could best be dealt with through 
the Boards of Trade. 

A letter was received from the So- 
cial Welfare Commission of Winnipeg 
as to the funeral expenses of a Miss 
MacKinnon, understood to be the 
daughter of Murdo MacKinnon of 
North Red Deer, asking whether the 
city could assist in arranging for him 
to repay these expenses. The com- 
missioner replied that the city did mot 
think it could be of any help in the 
matter. 

A letter was received from J. B. 
Peters of Edmonton asking if a li- 
cense is needed to canvass for the 
sale of Christmas cards in the city. 
He was informed that it is needed. 

Payne and Graham wrote advising 
that the only way to collect a license 
fee from a motor car agency selling 
in the city without such license was 
to prosecute him for an infringement 
of the bylaw requiring a license. 

‘Payne and Graham wrote advising 
that in their opinion the city had not 
the power to rebate taxes already 
paid as asked by Mr. Miller at the 
last council meeting. Alderman Gal- 
braith suggested that he might see 
the solicitors as to some legal way 
of giving effect to the council’s de- 
cision that Mr. Miller was entitled to 
some relief in this mitter. 

W. J. Botterill wrote that the prem- 
jum under the city’s liability insur- 
ance policy would be $150.00 instead 
of $112.50 as last year. The council 
considered that the policy was worti 
having, some $260.00 having been re- 
ceived in respect of it last year. 

W. J. Botterill wrote as to the old 
warehouse building on lot 3 block 5, 
First Avenue South West, that he had 
made an agreement with J. A. Steele 
to let him have the use of the build. 
ing for six months in return for his 
doing repairs to the value of not less 
than $30.00. Thereafter, if he wanted 
it, he must pay rent. 

The Alberta University wrote in 
answer to an inquiry as to the best 
way of destroying weeds and shrubs 
growing through the sidewalks, was 
to put salt and water into the cracks. 
The council thought this should be 
tried. 

The secretary-treasurer of the Mc- 
Leod General Hospital wrote demand- 
ing payment for keep of Mrs. Brody 
in the hospital, the bill amounting to 
$149.05. The commissioner advised 
that Hability be repudiated and the 
council agreed. 

The board of the Western Canada 
Fire Underwriters had sent in a re- 
port ag to fire risks and protection in 
the city which wes read. It recom- 
mende d most extensive alterations 
and reconstructions, including the re- 
building of the fire hall. These re- 
constructions would involve some- 
thing like $100,000.00 expenditure, and 
the council expressed strong resent- 
ment of the terms of the report in 
view of the city’s excellent record in 
respect of fire losses. No action will 
be taken on the report. 

Cc. D. Locke wage present and ad- 
dressed the council as to the use of 
the United Church for a convention 
of the teachers in A. R. Gibson's in- 
spectorate on October 22 and 238. Only 
a nominal rent would be charged. It 
was explained that no other suitable 
place for the convention was avail- 
able, and if it were not held in the 
United Church the result might be 
that it would De held in Lacombe. It 
was decided to follow the precedent 
in the case of Mr. Horne’s recital and 
waive the right to tax the church for 
the hal] being used, provided no profit 
was made on the rental for the con- 
ivention. Alderman Broughton, while 
not voting against the proposal, again 
expressed his dissent on the principle 
of the council’s action regarding the 
parish hall. 

Tenders were received for the sup- 
ply of paint for repainting the roof of 
the fire hall, and it was left to the 
commissioners to decide this matter. 

The question of the Western Gen- 


eral Electric Company award then 
came up, W. E. Payne, K.C., being 
present to advise the council as to 


the award. A long discussion took 
place, the gilst of which was that the 
council was satisfied that the award 
was as favorable as could have heen 
expected, but that before action was 
taken on it and any bylaw submitted 
to the ratepayers, it was essential 
that the counail should have expert 
advice and a definite plan to set be- 
fore the people which would allow 
them to form an opinion as to the 
actual financial results of taking over 
and operating the plant. Mr. Payne 
called the attention of the council to 
the fact that the bylaw must include 
the expense of putting the system into 
accordance with the Electrical Pro- 
tection Act, and the taking over of 
current stocks such as coal and oil. 
It was felt that it was unnecessary to 
have any more inspections by experts 
but that those who had already made 
themselves famillar with the plant for 
the purpose of the various legal pro- 
ceedings could perfectly well advise 
the council as to the technical side of 
the problem and as to the best plan 
to be adopted for working the plant 
{f taken over. It was strongly felt 
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shown’ that: the ‘purchase of the under- 
taking would not result in ‘increased 
taxation or higher rates for Nght and 
power, they would not pass the bylaw. 
It was also felt that it weuld be wise 
to proceed very. cautiously as to much 
alteration in the existing plant until 
it'was seen what developments in 
hydro-electric power were likely to 
take place in the province within the 
next two or three years, It was also 
felt that a public meeting ought to be 
held at which an expert should be 
presett to give information to the 
ratepayers as to the practical wosk- 
ing of the undertaking. 
decided that the mayor should go to 
Calgary and see Mr. Brown, the en- 
gineering expert,who had investigated 
the plant and given evidence regard- 
ing it at the recent proceedings and 
should put to ‘him all such questions 
as mfght be thought desirable to 
elucidate the whole position and 
should also try to obtain perm{esion 
from the city of Calgary for Mr.

The entire Province of Prince Ed- 
ward Island and adjacent islands 
have been leased for oil prospecting 
purposes ‘to Henry L. Doherty & 
Company, according to an announce- 
ment by the concern. The lease has 
been taken on option. 


Indications are that 1925 will be 
one of the best tourist seasons ever 
experienced by Montreal. It is esti- 
mated chat 750,000 people from all 
over the continent visited Montreal 
las: year, while this year the number 
is placed at a million. 


It is understood that a contract 
has been let for the laying of a sub- 
marine cable from Vancouver Island 
to Suva, Fiji Islands, by the Pacific 
Cable Board. This is part of the 
“All-red” cable and wireless route 
which is being established between 
British possessions the world over. 


In order to facilitate the work of 
the air force patrol radio stations are 
being erected at the Pas, Norway 
House, Victoria Beach, and Fort 
Osborne Barracks, Winnipeg. The 
stations will be completed shortly 
and will have, it is stated, a radius 
of communication all over Canada. 


“Judging {rom the amount of 
sound business activity noticeable 
here, British Columbia is launching 
into an era of cunstructive develop- 
ment which augurs well for her fu- 
ture prosperity,” comments Grant 
Hall, Vice-President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, whe recently spent 
ten days on the Pacific Coast. 


“So long as the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has a dollar left in its treas- 
ury, it will fight for the ideals, up- 
hold the faith and maintain the preci- 
ous heritage of confederation,” said 
E. W. Beatty, Chairman and Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, when addressing the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association at their 
annual convention held at Hamilton 
recently.

He was surprised to find the 
Dominion had a delightful climate 
and cities more modern than those 
in Australia.

Record catches of mackerel are 
eported from Yarmouth, N. S. and 
earby fishing villages.
